Judge Zottoli Speaks 
At Opening Meeting 
Of Central Club

“The world is much better off 
at the present time than it was in 
the old days, it is getting better 
all the time” Judge Zottoli told a 
large audience at the first meeting 
of the season of the Central Con- 
gregational Church’s Central 
Club, last Monday evening. 

Judge Zottoli described the vari- 
ous methods of trial from the trial 
by Ordeal, in England to the pres- 
ent system of trial hv judges and 
juries. Severe penalties were given 
in Old England, and often the 
death penalty was pronounced for 
offences which today would only 
warrant a fine. 

Even in this country in the early 
days, 5 persons were hanged and 
3 burned on the Boston Common. 
Judge Zottoli said that the next 
step in civilization would be the 
prevention of crime, and attack- 
ing its causes. He said that Re- 
ligion is the best thing a man has. 

Judge Zottoli. showed by means 
of charts how crime has been in- 
fluenced by the use of alcohol and 
it was signficant to see that dur- 
ing prohibition the prison popula- 
tion, was at its lowest point, and 
rose to its h’ghcst immediately 
following repeal of prohibition.

fair share of the blame. My 
i leaders will recall that President 
! Truman himself has suggested 
that the entire nation was at 
fault. Of course, that statement 
immediately drew down on his 
head a torrent of wrath. Let ua 
think a bit about that statement. 

I After all, our Congress is sup- 
posed to represent public opinion, 
even though it does not always 
do so. It was our Congress which 
had the opportunity to act in the 
years before Pearl Harbor and 
to build up our Army, Navy and 
Air Force. Why did Congress 
fail to pass legislation and ap- 
propriate sufficient money with 
which to insure the proper de- 
fense of all our territory? if we 
war t to be absolutely honest about 
the matter we will have to admit 
that there was a very substan- 
t al isolationist sentiment all over 
the United States. It was this 
;*nt:inent, plus the vocal power 
of its adherents which stalled 
Congress from 1920 through 1940. 
As a matter of fact, was it not 
the late President himself who 


There are two methods common- 1 
ly followed in planting bulbs. 

1— Where bulbs are to be planted 
among perennials in the border, 
without disturbing the established 
plants, a hole the proper depth 
should be dug for each bulb with a 
trowel or a dibber. In either case 
be sure the hole has a fiat (not 
pointed) bottom so the bulb rests 
on loose soil and is not "hung’' in 
an air pocket. Mix a tablespoonful 
of balanced plant food thoroughly 
with the soil below each bulb. 

2— Where bulbs are planted In 
space free of other plants, a bed 
may be excavated to the maximum 
depth necessary for your planting. 
Loosen soil on bottom and level it. 
Place in desired locations, the bulbs 
which should be planted deepest. 
Then start filling In the soil. Small- 
er bulbs, requiring shallower plant- 
ing, may be placed as' the soil is 
filled in to )heir required dep)bc. 
Plant food spread over the surface 
before excavating, at rate of four 
pounds to a hundred square feet, 
will be mixed with the soil by the 
operation. 

An impression Is often held that 
bulbs which are newly planted in 
the fall do not require plant food. 
*It is true that mature bulbs have 
stored up food in themselves which 
may be sufficient to produce a flow- 
er. But this is only part of the story. 

At the time the flower is being 
produced a large number of roots 
are being formed. These roots seek 
in the soil for plant food and water 
which they supply to the growing 
plant. If there is a deficiency rf 
plant food in the soil, the growth 
of the plant is greatly hampered.

The production of a vigorous, per- 
fect flower of normal size and color 
requires this additional nourish- 
ment taken from the soil. 

Fully as important as flower pro- 
duction is the development of well 
matured bulbs for the following 
year. 

Since bulbs start to grow so early 
in the spring, it is difficult to work 
plant food into the soil so as to get 
it down to the bulbs before growth 
starts. It is therefore advisable to 
mix a complete plant food thorough- 
ly with the soil before planting the 
bulbs.

Every pound of the clothing con- 
tributed by the American people 
in the nationu-wide clothing col- 
lection last spring and summer 
will be in the hands of war suf- 
ferers overseas by Christmas, it 
is announced by Henry J. Kaiser, 
National Chairman of the United 
National Clothing Collection. 

Mr. Kaiser’s statement was re- 
ceived here by Mrs. F. Brittain 
Kennedy, local chairman of the 
clothing collection, who made it 
public today. The statement sayl: 

“Based on figures supplied to 
me by UNRRA. I can now assure 
you that by September 30, all the 
clothing collected in the United 
National Clothing Collection will 
be baled for overseas shipment. 
By the end of October the ast 
bales will be on ships bound for 
Europe, the Far East, and the 
South Pacific. 

“Already one hundred million 
pounds of the used clothing con- 
tributed only a few months ago 
has been baled and shipped, or 
scheduled for shipment to the 
needy and destitute in lands de- 
vastated by war and looted by the 
enemy. Much of th’s clothing has 
already been distributed in Euro- 
pean lands. 

“The Chinese will son receive 
10,500,000 pounds of the contrib- 
uted clothes, shoes and bedding. 
One boat in September and two in 
October will ca#h carry 3,500,000 
pounds for distribution in China 
where winter weather is bitter. 

“The Filipinos, to, will soon be 
wearing contributed shoes and 
clothing. The first peace-time 
cargo to leave an Atlantic port 
for the Philippines since Pearl 
Harbor included 63 carloads of 
contributed clothing. That ship- 
ment, including shoes, left New 
York on the S.S. Courser, Septem- 
ber 12. A total of 4,000,000 pounds 
of contributed clothing has been 
allotted to the Philippines.” 

Allocations of the clothing for 
overseas relief ns of September 18 
total 116,715,700 pounds, Mr. Kai- 
ser’s statement revealed. The re- 
mainder of the clothing donated 
by the American people will be 
allocated soon. Allocations and 
shipments have already been made 
to the following countries: 

Albania, Belgium, Luxembourg, 
Burma, Hongkong, Borneo, Mal- 
aya, China, Czechoslovakia, 
France, French Indo-China; # 

Also, Greece. Italy, the Nether- 
lands and Netherlands East In- 
dies, Norway, the Philippines, Po- 
land, Yugoslavia, Russia, and to 
refugee children and stateless peo- 
ple now in a number of European 
countries. 

All governments receiving allo- 
cations of clothing have entered 
into agreements with UNRRA 
guaranteeing distribution of con- 
tributed clothing without coBt and 
without discrimination of any 
kind. 

The statement made public by 
Mrs. Kennedy also quoted a recent 
report by Roy F. Hendrickson, 
Deputy Director General of UN- 
RRA— the United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration 
— paying tribute to the 7.700 local 
chairmen who conducted the cloth-, 
ing drive in communities through- 
out America. 

Pointing out that the drive was 
organized because there was al- 
most no available new clothing 
for overseas relief, Mr. Hendrick- 
son said, “If the clothing drive 
had failed, there would be great 
suffering th\s winter for millions 
who are receiving the donated 
overcoats, dresses, trousers, suits, 
shoes and underwear. Without 
that campaign, that same used 
clothing would have lain in attics 
and closets, unproductive in meet- 
ing the emergency.” * 

The UNRRA report no^ only 
pra'.sed the quantity of the cloth- 
ing gifts, but also the tremendous 
organization job successfully ac- 
complished under the National 
Campaign Chairman, Henry J. 
Kaiser and the Executive Direc- 
tor, Dan A. West. It added: 

“The quality has been outstand- 
ing. The value of the contributed 
clothing ran properly be placed 
at 75 cents to a dollar a pound 
oi. the average. It is good, usable 
clothing!” 

Mr. Kaiser’s statement also dis- 
closed the continuing urgent need 
for clothing overseas, and quoted 
a recent report by William L. 
Balt, Vice-Chairman of the War 
Production Board, who said: 

"The conduct of the United 
National Clothing Collection has 
been effective and most satisfac- 
tory. I hope it may continue be- 
cause there will still be a textile 
shortage, particularly in cotton, 
for many months to come, and *.f 
the materials which are badly 
needed abroad are to he provided 
in adequate quantities, it seems 
to me that the job will be up to 
th* clothing collection committee. - ’

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trate on their work over a shorter 
period. 

In the villages Auburndale 
leads the procession with 65 per 
cent of goal reported, closely fol- 
lowed by Newton vi lie and Waban 
Hill who are tied with 60 per 
cent. Oak Hill and Newton High- 
lands follow, also tied at 42 per 
cent. The total Residential Divi- 
sion report is 38 per cent. The 
Municipal Division has reached 
98 per cent of goal, the Mercantile 
Division 80 per cent, and the Man- 
ufacturing Division 61 per cent.

At the opening dinner meeting of 
the Chest Campaign on Friday ev- 
ening, September 28th, Bill Cun- 
ningham, the principal speaker, 
stated, “The people of France and 
our other allied countries are des- 
titute and need our help desperate- 
ly. The allied relief organizations 
are doing a grand job, but they 
need a lot of help. Our country is 
living on a level up in the clouds 
as compared with all countries 
overseas. Can we stay at that 
level if the rest of the world stays 
so low? 

“The USO,” continued Mr. Cun- 
ningham, “is doing a wonderful 
piece of work in reaching all of 
our boys in the war-devastated 
countries. Now' that the war is 
over and the boys nave more time 
on their hands, their morale is 
low. They need entertainment 
which the USO provides more than 
ever before. We must support that 
organization and not let our boys 
down. 

“These boys are now returning, 
and we have got to give them aid 
here at home. We have to give 
their families aid. too, if we ex- 
pect them to take their normal 
places in our community life. 

“The goodness in our hearts 
should send us out now seriously. 
You should go out on this United 
War Fund campaign with the un- 
derstanding that not only are you 
trying to help the other fellow’ but 
\n the long run that you are help- 
ing yourself.” 

In addition to Bill Cunningham, 
the speakers at the dinner, at 
which Lawrence B. Damon, New- 
ton Campaign Chairman presided, 
were Thomas E. Shirley, President 
of the Newton Community Chest; 
Michael T. Kelleher, General Cam- 
paign Chairman of the Greater 
Boston United War Fund; and the 
Honorable Paul M. Goddard, May- 
or of Newton. More than 1300 
people were in attendance, this 
being one of the largest outpourings 
of citizens and workers ever to at- 
tend a Community Chest gathering 
in this city. Seiler catered, the 
United States Coast Guard Band 
furnished music during the even- 
ing, and the National War Fund 
movie showing scenes from war- 
tom Europe and giving an idea of 
USO entertainment which aptly 
tied in with Bill Cunningham’s 
address was shown at the conclu- 
sion of the meeting. 

Chairman Damon anounced that 
the Municipal Division had reach- 
ed 97.5 per cent of its goal and 
that the Police Department of the 
city was the first group to go over 
100 percent of its goal. Mr. Damon 
further stated that in spite of the 
ending of the war the needs of our 
Newton Red Feather Agencies and 
the National War Fund for 1946 
are greater than ever before and 
urged upon the workers to be good 
salesmen, present the needs of the 
Fund intelligently, and to consider 
that if the campaign is to be suc- 
cessful this year, they must ask 
contributors to give generously 
and gratefully. 

Mayor Paul M. Goddard present- 
ed his proclamation, in which he 
stated, “Let us help to build firm- 
ly the foundations of our dem- 
ocracy. Let us, individually and 
collectively, help our nation in the 
position of world leadership which 
it has now assumed. Let us help 
in the responsibilities which suen 
leadership involves by a more in- 
telligent application of democratic 
principles. Let us extend a help- 
ing hand wherever we can do so to 
those in need.” 

President Shirley paid high com- 
pliment to Chairman Damon and 
his campaign organization, say- 
ing that it is the best that Newton 
has ever had. He also spoke high- 
ly of the Red Feather Services as- 
sociated with the Community Chest, 
saying that the management of 
these agencies is excellent and that 
the fine work that they are doing 
is being appreciated by our citi- 
zens at large. He urged continued 
support of these agencies and con- 
cluded his remarks with a state- 
ment, “The people in Newton have 
never yet failed to meet a need 
when they understood it.”

I Mr. Lake made four visits to 
the European War theatre dur- 
j ing the present crisis. The Cana- 
l dian Government accredited him 
as the first U. S. correspondent 
to accompany one of its troop 
convoys during the height of the 
submarine menace. He spent the 
winter of 1940 - 1941 in London 
during the worst of the bombing 
blitz. The autumn and winter of 
1943 he spent with our own troops 
in the combat training areas of 
Southern England where our as- 
sault divisions were preparing for 
D-Day. He later went to France 
and moved with the air and ground 
forces during the bleak days of 
the Norman bottleneck and later 
during the rapid sweep through 
northern France, Luxembourg, 

Belgium and : nto Germany. He 
was in Paris the day it was cap- 
tured, saw the street fighting and 
sniping. 

Mr. Lake was one of four news- 
men who accompanied our first 
assault troops into Germany and 
witnessed the capture of the first 
prisoners on German soil, and 
watched liberated cities round up 
! collaborators. Often the tale he 
told was not pretty, but forth- 
right, honest and without equivo- 
cation, such as lamp shades made 
from human skin, in the German 
concentration camps, bodies piled 
up like kindling wood, the utter 
lack of any sense of guilt by the 
average German. It was a first 
hand, realistic story of the United 
States combat soldiers, by one who 
lived among them in the field, 
woods and hedgerows, and shared 
their hardships and underwent 
their dangers.

Eliot Pageant 
Personalities 


If the verse speaking choir is a 
nuance in the history of Church 
dramatic worship, certainly the 
liturgic dance has some claim to 
antiquity. Like many of the arts 
the dance originated in the 
church — and now it is being used 
in the Eliot Historical Pageant. 

The history of the liturgic dance 
from its use in ancient Hebrew 
and early Christian rites is a long 
ami varied one. And perhaps one 
of the most interesting points in 
this history to us in the twentieth 
century is its recent revival. Only 
last summer the liturgic dance as 
a form of worship was demonstrat- 
ed at the National Congregational 
Council meeting at Grand Rapids, 
Michigan. 

Representatives received tho 
demonstration with such enthusi- 
asm that ministers from all over 
the country began to contemplate 
the future use of the dance in their 
own churches. 

Emotionally speaking, what is 
more potent than rhythm? Not one 
person who has ever listened to 
Ravel’s “Bolero” will deny i.ts 
Power which is created by a 
haunting rhythmic beat. Well, the 
same is true of the rhythm dis- 
played in the liturgic dance in 
perhaps a more silent fashion. 

The liturgic dance is without 
doubt a fascinating thing to 
watch— and especially when it is 
used in connection with so vivid 
a scene ns the burning of the old 
church. The dancers are the in- 
dividual flafes. Beyond that we 
cannot go on paper. Our sug- 
gests? That you come and see 
the liturgic dance for yourselves 
in the church, on the evening of 
October 19th.

All Surplus Trucks 
In New England 
Frozen for Vets 


“Veterans M first is the policy 
of the government in disposing of 
great quantities of surplus ma- 
terial of all kinds, Charles B. 
Floyd, chairman of the Citizens’ 
Advisory Committee for Return- 
ing Veterans said today in an- 
nouncing thut notice has been re- 
ceived of a huge sale of some 2000 
Army trucks for World War II 
veterans. “By making application 
to the Smaller War Plants Cor- 
poration at 17 Court street. Bos- 
ton, the veteran may establish 
priority to purchase for cash or 
on credit, almost any item he 
may need to establish himself in 
a new business or add to the 
equipment of a going business.” 

The truck sale is scheduled from 
October 2 to October 12, 9 a. in. 
to 3:30* p.m. daily except Satur- 
days and Sundays, at Fort Devens. 
Massachusetts. Standard makes 
of trucks ranging from ’a -ton to 
11-ton sizes are included, but no 
jeeps or passenger cars will be 
offered at this sule. Each vehicle 
will be priced according to its 
condition and there will be op- 
portunity for the veteran to in- 
spect any truck thoroughly before 
indicating his desire to purchase. 
Representatives of the Surplus 
Property Division and the Smaller 
War Piants Corporation will be 
on hand at all times to assist the 
Veteran in any way possible. 

Applications to purchase these 
trucks or other surplus equipment 
may he filed by veterans at the 
Smaller War Plants Corporation 
District office at any time. The 
veteran needs his honorable dis- 
charge and evidence that the prop- 
erty desired is to be used in con- 
nection with a going business or 
to establish a new business. In 
the case of the Ft. Devens truck 
sale, a veteran who has not al- 
ready filed application with the 
SWPC may do so at Devens dur- 
ing the hours ami dates indicated. 

It is suggested that veterans 
attending the sale be prepared to 
make an advance deposit of a 
minimum of $r>9. « tts h or certified 
check. Also that a veteran not 
familiar with the mechanical op- 
eration of a truck have a mechanic 
accompany him to the sale.* Sales 
may be completed on the job, 
which will permit the veteran to 
drive the vehicle away if he 
wishes; in such cases he should 
have with him a set of registra- 
tion plates.

NONANTUM 

With Bob Womboldt 


Lt. (jg) Harold Joseph Mooney 
of Watertown street, Nonantum, 
joined the United States Naval 
Air Corps in August of 1942 and 
commenced his Navy training at 
Mass. State College. After com- 
pleting his course at Mass. State, 
Harold was transferred to Wor- 
cester Tech, where he participat- 
ed in a ground training course. 
From Worcester he was rapidly 
transferred to the Pre- Flight 
School at Chapel Hill, North 
Carolina, where he undertook a 
period of training in physical ed- 
ucation to prepare him for active 
flying. From Pre-Flight he was 
sent to the Naval Air Station at 
Peru, Indiana, where he received 
primary flight training. 

When he completed hia train- 
ing at Indiana, Harold was or- 
dered to Pensacola, Florida, where 
he was commissioned an ensign 
in the Navy and presented with 
the much honored Naval wings. 
With silver wings on his tunic 
he proceeded to Miami, Florida, 
for a course in operational train- 
ing and then straight to the West 
Coast to join the famed Torpedo 
Squadron 23. This squadron was 
sent to the Pacific Area. Harold 
flew a torpedo bomber from a 
carrier while in the squadron 
that participated in the invasion 
of I wo Jima, Okinawa, and also 
made attacks on the Jap home- 
land. 

The mission that Harold will 
never forget was the mission over 
Tokyo on Feb. 17, 1945. It was 
the first attack the Navy made 
on the Jap home-land. He re- 
ceived the Distinguished Flying 
Cross for making a successful at- 
tack on an engine plant in Tokyo 
on thut day. lie has also to his 
credit the Air Medal with two 
gold stars for devoted and cour- 
ageous duty in aerial flights and 
operations against the enemy on 
Okinawa. On July 1, 1945 he was 
promoted to Lt. (jg) U. S. Navy. 
Harold has been discharged this 
past week and is enjoying a much 
deserved rest at the home of his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Michael 
Mooney of Watertown street.

Already some of the boys are 
coming home, putting on civies, 
and taking their place in peace- 
time economy, which makes both 
them and us very happy. We look 
forward to the homecoming of 
more and more of you from day 
to day. What a grand day it will 
be when you are all home again! 
Of course, we do not forget those 
who will not return, who have 
made the surpreme sacrifice. 
Every time we think of them we 
say, ‘‘Before God these shall not 
have died in vain.” 

There are two things I would 
like to say to everyone in the 
service. (1) That we in the 
churches are striving to be worthy 
of all that you have done and still 
are dong to preserve freedom and 
to win peace. (2) That we of the 
churches stand ready and are anx- 
ious to do everything we can to 
make your transition to peace- 
time living as free from headaches 
and heartaches as possible. That 
you will have readjustments to 
make we are aware, but we want 
to help you and want you to feel 
free to call upon us. We shall 
never win the peace, as you have 
won the war, unless we do it to- 
gether!

AVERAGE PAY 
IN FACTORIES 
DOWN SLIGHTLY 

A slight reduction in the aver- 
age week earnings of persons em- 
ployed in manufacturing estab- 
lishments in Newton has reported. 

Seventeen Newton plants re- 
ported to the State Department of 
Labor and Industries that the 
number of wage earners last 
month was 4.749 and the total 
amount paid in wages was $181,- 
109. The number of wage earn- 
ers and payroll dropped 1.4 per 
cent. 

The average weekly earnings 
was $38.14. Thus the drop in em- 
ployment was 1.4 per cent, the 
reduction in total wages paid was 
1.4 per cent and the drop in av- 
erage weekly earnings was 0.1 
per cent. 

In the state as a whole, the 
number of wage-earners dropped 
last month, as did also the 
amount of weekly pay roll, but 
the averaged weekly earnings re- 
mained exactly the same — $44.29. 

The total number of wage- 
earners employed in 2,115 repre- 
sentative manufacturing estab- 
lishments covered by reports filed 
with the Department of Labor 
and Industries, in connection with 
its monthly survey of employ- 
ment and earnings, was 438,788 
for the week ending just nrior to 
the 15th of August — a decrease 
of 5,922 employees, or 1.3 ner 
cent, when compared with 444.- 
710 employed in , these same es 
tablishments during the week 
ending nearest or including the 
1 fit b of Julv. 1945. The amount 
of the weekly payrolls for all 
manufacturing establishments re- 


porting was $19,432,246 for the 
reporting week in August, a de- 
crease of $263,853, or 1.3 per 
cent, as compared with the 
amount for Julv, 1945 ($19,969,- 
099). 


EXPERTS PREDICT 
BUILDING BOOM 
SOON TO BE STARTED 

Newton home building during 
the three war years decreased 
94.1 r ' t in volume and 95.1'r in 
value from the three preceding 
years, D. E. Ryan, vice-president 
of Investors Syndicate revealed re- 
cently. "A promising demand for 
new homes and considerable re- 
modeling in your city,” said Mr. 
Ryan, "is indicated. Only 3,165 or 
1D.2 r ^ of the 18.806 dwelling units 
in Newton have been built since 
1930. Volume of new home con- 
struction in Newton during the 
combined three war years, 1942- 
43-44, provided for only 280 peo- 
ple, against 4,092 provided for in 
the three pre-war years of 1939- 
40-41.” 

"Valuations of new homes built 
during the combined three war 
years totaled $330,450 against the 
combined three pre-war years’ ag- 
gregate of $6,831,060,” he con- 
tinued. 

"Newton,” explained Mr. Ryan, 
in commenting ort the company’s 
latest annual national housing sur- 
vey in 310 cities, "provided no 
new homes in 1944. In 1943, new 
dwelling units were provided for 
28 people, or 98 r < less than the 
1930 total of 1,384 which the na- 
tional building industry cons'ders 
a ‘normal’ year. 

"Value of new homes erected in 
1943 totaled $28,600 against $3.- 
666,400 in 1930."

bind two great peoples together." 

Dr. Scott points out that there 
are many democratic movements 
going on in Chinn today outside 
the control of the Kuomintang, and 
one of these U "democratic think- 
ing." Says he: "The* Chinese can- 
not he regimented. Liko the Ameri- 
cans, they enn detect propaganda 
a mile otL Officialdom hns been 
at its wit's end to keep up ‘spirit- 
ual mobilization,’ as the Japanese 
call it . . . Students give the ex- 
pected answers, meanwhile keep- 
ing their thoughts to themselves. 
This is not hypocrisy — simply 
I prudence." 

Dr. Scott has an incisive wit and 
i an equally penetrating knowledge 
I of Chinese culture and history. 
He has served successively ns Pro- 
fessor (if English. Philosophy and 
Western Culture at Fukien Chris- 
1 tion university in Shnowu, and was 
Dean of this institution for 10 
years. He has written text books 
on religion and was for years a 
valued contributor to the Chinese 
Recorder and other magazines. 

All that made Fukein Christian 
, University when located in Foo- 
! chow an up-to-date and lovely in- 
stitution was lacking at Shaowu. 
j There was inadequate food, equip- 
ment and hooks. Dr. Scott, who is 
six feet two and broad-shouldered, 
came back from his four years in 
interior Shaowu gaunt and* a mere 
shadow of his former self because 
of dietary lacks. The Scotts lived 
in a pressed mud house without 
plumbing, without, modern light- 
ing or communication, and with 
primitive heating. Mail, includ- 
ing lettevs, books anl magazines, 
came months late and stopped en- 
tirely in 1942. 

During his years in China Dr. 

Scott has -een many revolutions 

some bloodless anti social, some ex- 
ceedingly warlike. When Fukein 
Christian yniversity had to flee 
to Shaowu from the Japanese he 
was a stabilizing force. He came 
I home on furlough in 1939 from 
r oochovy, but rejoined his refugee 
institution in Shaowu, a typical 
interior Chinese town on a wide, 
evd plain surrounded hv moun- 
trains, in August 1940. 

Dr. Scott was born in Auburn, 
-New i ork. and enducated at Hav- 
erford College IB. A. and M.A.), 
Harvard University (M.A.), Pac- 
ific School of Religion (D.D.)

Industrial Execs, to 
Meet With Hospital 
Fund Committee 

Executives of many of Newton’s 
leading industrial concerns will 
meet with members of the Com- 
mittee on Corporation Subscrip- 
tions of Newton- Wellesley Hos- 
pital’s $2,250,000 building fund at 
a luncheon at the Brae Burn 
Country Club Wednesday noon, 
October 24, for the purpose of 
considering the part industry will 
take in the movement to expand 
and modernize the hospital, it was 
announced today by Frank I. 
Richardson, chairman of the com- 
mittee, who will preside. 

Clifford H. Walker, president of 
the hospital’s board of trustees, 
and Neil Leonard, chairman of its 
building fund committee, will be 
among the speakers. 

“In extending an invitation to 
leaders of locnl industry to meet 
with our committee,’’ Mr. Rich- 
ardson said, “we seek an opportun- 
ity to acquaint these men with 
what the greater hospital will 
mean in terms of health protection 
to their employees and the em- 
ployees’ dependents.

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File Fighting Demonstration 
Highlight of Fire Prevention Week

In observance of Fire Prevention 
Week, several pieces of Newton’s 
modern fire apparatus, Engines 1, 
5, 8 and Ladder 3, mnnncd by their 
hclmetted ami rubber clad crews, 
took part in a demonstration of 
fire-fighting and rescue methods at 
Engine One House, Newton Cor- 
ner, last Friday, that had an au- 
dience of more than two thousand 
people gasping frequently during 
the two hour exhibition. 

Introduced by Chief John L. 
Keating, Alderman Joseph Jame- 
son, representing Mayor Paul 
Goddard, prefaced the demonstra- 
tion with a brief talk on Newton’s 
fire fighting equipment, its person- 
nel and the importance of care in 
fire prevention: after which Dep- 
uty Chief John Cochran, a veteran 
firefighter, directed his men in the 
various methods of resetie and fire - 1 
fighting exhibitions. 

Ladder 3 left the station, itfs 
crew aboard and braking to a stop : 
on Washington street, the aerial 
ladder was raised, ladder crew 
climbing it’s vertical rungs to the 
top, effecting “^rescues’* etc. 

Laddermcn Colella, Lepore, Ma- 
lone, Antonelis, Vuilleumier, Aker- 
man and* Dangelo made the “slide 
for life,” via a rope from the roof, 
'rescuing’ comrades from an open 
window during the descent, “Help- 
less victims” were lowered by 
ropes, the ‘fireman’s hitch’ holding 
them secure and the new ‘fog noz- 


zles,’ sending out a spray that 
drives smoke before it, were put in 
operation. 

With three hose lines running 
from Engine One on Charming 
street, two from a defense pump 
on Centre avenue and two addition- 
al lines connected to Engine Five 
on Peabody street, a deck gun on 
Engine Eight sprayed water high 
into the air; another line carried a 
powerful stream over the fifty foot 
aerial ladder and a street gun pour- 
ed a stream up Washington street. 
It was* a colorful exhibition, 
indicative of the Department’s fire 
fighting efficiency. 

The demonstration was conclud- 
ed with firemen jumping to a life- 
net from the roof and the exhibi- 
tion of firefighting equipment, the 
operation of Fire Boxes, etc.

eign Misions. She has three young 
daughters: Edith Adele. 14; Phyl- 
lis, 11, and Mary Elizabeth. 5. 
Phyllis and Mary were both born 
in the Philippines. The McKinleys 
first went to the islands in 1930 
and have had one furlough. 

When word came of Pearl Har- 
bor. the McKinleys were forced to 
decide whether they would flee to 
the mountains in hope of evading 
the enemy, or stay and surrender. 
They chose flight, and for over, 
two years they lived a fife of Im- 
pending disaster, often escaping 
from one hiding place after an- 
other only a few hours ahead of 
their pursuers. 

What they did, how they man- 
aged to survive on food often 
taken straight from the jungle; 
how their Filipino friends risked 
freedom ar.d even life to protect 
them; how they dwelt with pagan 
tribes; how they tramped bare- 
foot over mountain trails or shot 
wild rapids on flimsy bamboo 
rafts, is only part of what Mrs. 
McKinley can tell. In those two 
and a half dramatic years the 
family lived in no less than 23 dif- 
ferent places and were forced to 
make sudden flights at least 11 
times. 

Mrs. McKinley, in addition to 
her duties as wife and mother, 
was Assistant Professor of Music 
at Silliman University School of 
Theology. She taught courses in 
the fundamentals of music. She 
showed the young deaconesses and 
ministers’ wives how to get real 
music out of a little folding .organ 
and how best to teach and sing 
hymns. 

Her home was a hospital center, 
with the latchstring always out. 
Prayer groups met there and stu- 
dents flocked in for advice on per- 
sonal problems, including love ami 
marriage. The undernourished 
found not merely comfort but 
eggs, milk and simple remedies 
for their ailments. At the Mc- 
Kinleys’ theie was always access 
to good music, and after church 
on Sundays, groups would gather 
to hear the Vtctvola and drink in 
the world’s host music. 

Silliman University, where th, 
McKinleys had been at work up 
to the time of Pearl Harbor, 
trains the vital young Filipino 
pastors and other religious leader- 
for the United Evangelical church 
of the Philippines. It is a joint 
project in which both Congrega- 
tional and Presbyterian churches 
participate.

Eliot Church School 

One of the deep concerns of 
Eliot church has always been the 
Christian training of its youth. 
The “Sabbath School" wns formed 
in the very first days of the 
Church, but perhaps no other field 
of activity reflects more clearly 
the changes and expansions which 
have come with the yenrs. 

In 1919 and 1920 there was a 
growing feeling thnt our Sunday 
School should follow the modern 
trend and develop into a self gov- 
erning Church School. Both Mr. 
George Grant and Mr. Nathan 
Heard, and others who had been 
superintendents or teachers, agreed 
that the first step would be the 
formation of a Board of Religious 
Education. This was formed in 
1920 and the Church granted them 
a Budget which made it possible 
to engage n trained Religious Edu- 
cator, Mr. Otto Mayer. Under 
his guidance the school was or- 
ganized into departments, and be- 
ginning were made toward regular 
teacher training and some paid 
staff. 

At thp end of this formative 
period, it was the good fortune 
of the Board of Religious Educa- 
tion to learn of a Miss Bessie 
Stratton who was just completing 
her study at Roston University in 
the field of Religious Education 
and Fine Arts. After one inter- 
view. the Board voted unanimously 
to call her to Eliot Church. Under 
her influence and leadership the 
Church School took on a vitality 
and enthusiasm which have built 
it into one of the outstanding 
Church Schools in the denomina- 
tion. Backed by a Board of Reli- 
gious Education which has through 
the years been in sympathy with 
her ideals, Miss Stratton has 
brought to Newton a realization 
of the power of Religious Drama, 
as well as the importance of self 
expression and self-government to 
growing Christian youth. 

As in the* beginning beauty in 
religion is still the utilmate goal 
of the Church School. Even the 
youngest child is instilled with the 
desire to find the excellent in re- 
ligion. In this respect religious 
drama is an exceedingly powerful 
force. Miss Stratton through the 
years has stressed it and with very 
gratifying results, for after all it 
is often through the emotions that 
the best in man is reached. 

This year the anniversary 
pageant will display much of the 
character of a religious drama in 
depicting different phases in the 
career of John Eliot, the great 
missionary teacher. 

Eliot Church School has no 
more ultimate goal as has been 
suggested, but even beauty in re- 
ligion does not thoroughly cover 
the ground. Beyond this search 
for an ideal is religion is the 
search for world friendship. And 
certainly today we must admit the 
necessity of such an organization 
without which we cannot exist.

If a property owner fails to 
destroy such egg*, pupae and 
nests, then the city or town is 
required to destroy the same, and 
the cost of the work in whole or 
in part, according to the value of 
the land, is assessed upon and be- 
comes a lien on the land. (See 
Sect'on 18. of said Chapter 132, 
and amendments hereto.)

He was the first 
secretary of the Y. M. C. A. As 
the congregation outgrew the 
church building, Joseph N. Bacon 
and John C. Potter paid $10,000 
each for it, and this money was 
the nucleus of the building fund 
for a larger edifice erected in 1801. 
When this building burned in 1887, 
Charles Billings was one of eight 
to give generously and was chair- 
man of the committee for erecting 
the present edifice. 

In 1859 George N. Bacon and 
Miss Ellen Jackson started a* Sun- 
day School in Bemis, now Nonnn- 
tum, in the Fitchburg R. R. depot.

Samuel Lowry and Charles 
Billings reorganized this Sunday

The Early Days of 
Eliot Church Music 

We know that a choir had been 
formed and had been having re- 
hearsals previous to tho opening 
of the first meeting-house. A sing- 
ing school had been in progress 
during tho winter in the North 
Schoolhouse on Washington street 
and tho choir grew out of thn*. with 
Otis Trowbridge ns lender. The 
eleven original members were Car- 
oline B. Jackson, Snrnh A. W. 
Bacon (Mrs. Joseph N.). Henri- 
etta Davis, Julia Bridges. Julia 
Waterhouse, Augusta Chiekering, 
Caroline TTodgdon. George W. Ba- 
con. Henry Ross, Charles Harring- 
ton. and Andrew Cobb. 

There were four others who 
nlaved instruments, John B. H. 
Fuller, violin. William H. Burton, 
nost horn. Svlvnnus Wethorbee, 
flute, and Ebenezer Woodward, 
bass viol. They used a borrowed 
niano from George W. Bacon’s 
house. An organ however was 
authorized nt a meeting of the par- 
ish in 1847 as soon aj; the money 
could be raised, but it was not 
bought until 1848. 

After the enlargement of the 
meeting house a music committee 
was formed consisting of Otis 
Trowbridge. Fred A. Benson and 
George W. Bacon. An appropria- 
tion of 8156 was made for musje 
and organist for the vear. In 1851 
the Standing Committee took over 
tlm running of the music and en- 
"aged Jam os Bailey at a salary of. 
Sinn and the cost of a blower for 
the organ. The amount remained 
tho same until 1858 although more 
was repeatedly asked at parish 
meetings. 

Tn 1856 Mr. Find A. Benson was 
chosen leader of the choir. He was 
n great worker, a composer, a 
singer, and verv original in his 
doings. For instance he extolled 
punctuality: if one was late to 
church or rehearsal he frowned on 
him. After Beniamin C. Blodgett 
who became professor of puisie at 
Smith College and at Palp . Alto. 
California gave no the position of 
organist about 1858 William R. 
Benson haoame organist. One 
night, in early summer Mr. Bonson 
and his son were alone in the 
church vestry awaiting the arrival 
of the choir whi^h should he there 
nt 7:00 n.m. Mr. Benson stood wait- 
ing with watch in hand and unon 
the stroke of 7:00 o’clock he saul 
to his son, — “Shut un the piano, 
there is no ope here, and we close 
and go home.” Outside they mot 
most of the members haying a 
pleasant chat together hating tn 
ieavo the nleasant evening. Mr. 
Benson came along and said to 
them.- “The rehearsal is over, no 
onr was there: you ce* 1 gn home.” 
william Renson was killed in th" 
Civil War. 

Mr. J. Astor Broad commenced 
hi? service as a director soon 
nftnr tho npw church was built in 
1861. TTo was n music lover and 
composer. and the choir flourished.

Bacon Family Active 
In Newton's Early 
Civic, Religious Life 

From earliest days one finds the 
name of Bacon connected with the 
religious and civic life of Newton. 
According to one old history, “the 
first name of the village was 
‘Bacon’s Corner,’ derived from Dan- 
iel Bacon who migrated hither from 
the Old Colony in 1669.” 

One of the old Bacon homesteads 
still stands on Bacon street — a 
white-pillared Colonial house built 
in 1807 by Joseph Bacon, who later 
was one of the founders of Eliot 
Church. From this home there 
have come a number of sons and 
daughters whose lives are closely 
associated with the growth of the 
Church. 

One daughter, Elizabeth, was 
married to Otis Trowbridge, and 
to them was born on Oct. 20, 1845

Eliot Church, 100 Years 
Old, Observes Interesting 
And Historical Program 


Last Tuesday evening the 100th 
Anniversary of the founding of 
Eliot Church of Newton was cele- 
brated by a most interesting pro- 
gram. Frank A. Day, co-chairman, 
presided and greetings were 
brought from the First Congrega- 
tional Church of Newton Centre 
by its pastor, Dr. M. Russell 
Boynton, from the neighboring 
churches by Miss Margaret S. 
Ball of the Channing Church, and 
greetings from the City by Mayor 
Paul M. Goddard. Letters were 
also read by Mr. Day from many 
other churches throughout the 
city congratulating the Eliot 
Church on its 100th birthday. 

A box which had been placed in 
the cornerstone of the original 
church 100 years ago was opened 
and a letter rend which had been 
written by William Jackson, one 
of the founders, in 1845, and ad- 
dressed to “The Christians on the 
Scene of Action in 1945.” Mr. 
Charles O. Billings read a letter 
written by his father fifty yea/s 
ago. Mr. Billings had been charg- 
ed by his father at that time to ap- 
pear at the 100th Anniversary of 
the Eliot Church nnd read the 'let- 
ter at the same time that Mr. Jack- 
son’s letter was to be rend. To 
continue the living contact into the 
future, a letter was written and 
read by Mr. Marvin B. Perry pres- 
ent senior deacon of the Eliot 
Church, addressed to “The Chris- 
tians on the Scene of Action in 
1995." This letter was presented 
to William E. Bacon, now sixteen 
years old, son of F. Sayford Bacon, 
and a direct descendant of Joseph 
N. Bacon, one of the founders. He 
was charged hy Mr. Perry to ap- 
pear at the Eliot Church fifty 


years hence, no matter where he 
might be and read the letter to 
the members of the Church in 1995. 

Ex-Mayor Edwin O. Childs, of 
Newton, n life-long member of the 
Church and an usher for thirty- 
nine years, gave un extremely in- 
teresting historical address touch- 
ing on the life of the Church from 
its beginning down to the present 
day and delightfully reminiscing 
on the strong personalities in the 
Church over the years. 

As an added attraction, the fol- 
lowing children of past ministers 
of the Church were presented to 
the audience: A son nnd grandson 
of Dr. Joshua W. Wellman, minist- 
er of the Church from 1856 to 1873; 
two sons of Dr. Wolcott Calkins; a 
son and daughter of Dr. William 
H. Davis, 1896 to 1905; two sons of 
Dr. Hiram G. Person, 1907 to 
1923; a daughter of Dr. Henry A. 
Arnold, 1923 to 1925; and Mrs. 
Harry Garfield Second, the eighth 
generation descendant of Rev. John 
Eliot for whom the Church was 
named. A letter was also read from 
the daughter of Rev. Samuel M. 
Freeland, one of the early minis- 
ters of the Church. 

At the close of the meeting the 
large audience adjourned to the 
parlors where an interesting ex- 
hibit of relics of the early days of 
the Church were on display, and a 
reception to Dr. Eusrlen the pres- 
ent pastor, Mr. Day, and Mr. Ar- 
thur Lord, co-chairmen, was held.

To the Editor of the Newton 
Graphic: 

Not always has the experience 
of the City of Newton been a nappy 
one where the construction of 
streets, sewers, drains or even 
buildings figured. A case in roint 
is the drainage item in the build- 
ing of .^oundwood and White Pine 
Toads, Newton Upper Falls, under 
the betterment act. Initial work 
was started early in May and 
completed (drainage) shortly af- 
ter labor day — four months. Rough- 
ly the trench was blasted through 
ledge 90 percent of its approximate 
1500 feet at variable depths from 
four to 12 feet, a considerable sec- 
tion averaging around eight feet. 
The project was carried ou: by 
contract and was no cinch for *he 
builders who, presumably, may 
have been granted extra compen- 
sation for any additional work in 
following blueprints. As of Sen- 
tember the cost of the work is 
understood to be $28,500. Figures 
of original appropriations made 
by the Board of Aldermen are not 
at hand, but it is a fair guess that 
estimates were much less than $18 
p.er foot or $95,000 per mile. It 
used to be that Type D streets, 
(including drains) cost generally 
$5^.000 per mile above sub-grade. 

But — a few days ago an engineer 
from out of state, who in the past 
25 years has had something to do 
with the construction of 1800 miles 
of super-highways, walked around 
Roundwood and White Pine roads 
with the writer and was informed 
briefly of the high lights of the 
drainage plan. The visitor 'vas 
not “sold” on the $28,500 drainage 
layout, and surmised that, in part 
the natural and obvious alternate 
plan had not been exploited. He 
stated that under favorable condi- 
tions a drain job costs $2 per foot; 
the rocky contour, however, if an 
alternate plan has been followed, 


to 

$8000 or $9000. While this tenta- 
tive figure was mentioned with no 
thought of finality, the engineer’s 
reputation is such that his opinion 
merits at least passing considera- 
tion. 

“Running water up hill” was a 
term applied two years ago by the 
writer when the blueprint of the 
drain project was up for discussion. 
He continued to protest verbally 
and in print even after the appro- 
priation was made for the u ork 
about a year ago. He got nowhere 
with “the powers that be.” Now 
“the water has gone over the dam,” 
or, perhaps rephrased in terms of 
liquidation, $20,000 has gone lo-vn 
the drain.

proposal in both Senate and House 
bills. . Philbin cited figures show- 
ing that Massachusetts would re- 
ceive about $15, 000,000 and Texas 
more than $60,000,000 under the 
current formula. 

A bill, authorizing the National 
Airport Program, in which New- 
ton is recommended for a Class 1 
airport at an estimated cost of 
$262,000 passed the Senate early 
last month while the House au- 
thorized the program last week. 
The House and Senate bills differ 
on several major points, as a re- 
sult of which conferees have been 
named to adjust these differences 
to the satisfaction of both Houses. 

Newton is one of 90 Massachu- 
setts communities listed in the 
I National Airport Plan in a report 
| submitted to Congress last No- 
vember. The local project would 
be constructed at an estimated 
I cost of $262,000. Th's total cost 
I is broken down in an estimated 
: cost of $252,000 for preparation of 
i the land selected as an airport 
I site and $10,000 for miscellaneous 
I expenditures. 

The type of airport for Newton 
is recommended as Class one, and, 
according to CAA’s Plan, no ex- 
pendftures are recommended at the 
outset for paving, lighting, and 
the installation of radio equip- 
ment. 

The estimated cost for the New- 
ton airport does not include the 
cost of the land nor buildings.

SEA SCOUTS SAVE 
HORSES AT FIRE 

Two Newton boys, Ray Morgan 
and Albert Marchoni, members of 
the Sea Scouts of Ship 13, Water- 
town street, West Newton, were 
working on the Cutter on the 
Charles River in the late after- 
non of October 5, when they 
heard the sound of fire engines 
and on looking around saw heavy 
clouds of smoke and flames in 
the direction of the Oak Square 
soot ion of Brighton. 

Both boys being “sparks” ran 
up over the hill in the direction of 
the fire which was at the Keith 
Stables on Kendrick street, Brigh- 
ton. As they reached the scene of

Securing some rope, a light from 
the firemen, and a crew of men, 
the boys went to work to reecue 
the animals. They placed a board 
under the colt's chin so it would 
not become too far sunk in the 
mud, and after an hour and a half’s 
work succeeded in rescuing all 
six. 

Returning to their homes cov- 
ered with mud and satisfied that 
they had done their good deed for 
the day, the incident was to he for- 
gotten as far as they were con 


cerned, hut the following day 
friends who had witnessed what 
they had done congratulated them 
on their good work, and Ray Mor- 
gan was surprised when a boy at 
school handed him his identifica- 
tion bracelet which had been 

found in the mud at the scene of 
the rescue work.

FIRE FIGHTING 
DEMONSTRATION HIGHLIGHT 
OF FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 

In observance* of Fire Prevention 
Week, several p’eces of Newton’s 
modern fire apparatus, Engines 1, 
5, 8 and Ladder 3, manned by 
their hclmottcd and rubber clad 
crews, took part in a demonstra- 
tion of fire-fighting and recuo 
methods at Engine One House, 
Newton Corner, October 12, that 
had an audience of more than two 
thousand people gasping frequent- 
ly during the two-hour exhibition. 

Introduced by Chief John L. 
Keating, Alderman Joseph Jame- 
son, representing Mayor Paul 
Goddard, prefaced the demonstra- 
tion with a brief talk on Newton’s 
fire fighting equipment, its person- 
nel and the importance of care in 
fire prevention; after which Dep- 
uty Chief John Cochran, a veteran 
firefighter, directed h's men in the 
various methods of rescue and 
fire-fighting exhibitions. 

Ladder 3 left the station, its 
crew aboard and braking to a stop 
on Washington street the aerial 
ladder was raised, ladder crew 
climbing its vertical rungs to the 
top, effecting “rescues’*, etc. 

Laddermen Colelln, Lepore, Ma- 
lone, Antonelis, Vuilleumier, Aker- 
nian and Dangelo made the slide 
for life,” via a rope from the roof, 
‘rescuing’ comrades from a ” ®P en 
window during the descent, Help- 
less victims” were lowered by 
ropes, the ‘fireman’s hitch holding 
them secure and the new ‘fog noz- 
zles,’ sending out a spray that 
drives smoke before it, were put 
in operation. 

With three hose lines running 
from Engine One on Channing 
street, two from a defense pump 
on Centre avenue and two addi- 
tional lines connected to Kng’.ue 
Five on Peabody street, a deck gun 
on Engine Eight sprayed water 
high into the air; another line 
carried a powerful streum over 
the fifty foot aerial ladder and 
u street, gun poured a stream up 
Washington street. It wns a 
colorful exhibition, indicative of 
the Department’s fire fighting 
efficiency. 

The demonstration was conclud- 
ed with firemen jumping to a lifc- 
1 net from the roof and the exhibi- 
1 tion of firefighting equipment, the 
! operation of F’xe Boxes, etc.

(Continued from Pape 1) 
not. be disappointed or become 
bitter as a result of the difference 
in what you suspected would be 
and in what actually is. 

First, don’t expect the* brass 
band and a hero’s welcome. So 
many men are returning that it 
is impossible, even if the desire 
were there, to make a great to-do 
about every returning service man. 
As a matter of fact, many of you 
are going to feel that the people 
back home are cold and unappre- 
ciative of the sacrifices and the 
experiences you have undergone. 
Don’t let it get you down, because 
basically the appreciation will be 
shown in many tangible and help- 
ful ways. 

Secondly, I should like to warn 
you about the type of job and pay 
you may expect when you return. 
A lot of us got the idea that the 
people back home are rolling in 
wealth, that everyone is making 
a lot of money, and that as soon 
as we returned we, too, would be 
financially set. Well, people are 
not making as much money ns 
we were told when we were in the 
Army, nor were they all getting 
rich. True there are a few who 
profited greatly, but, the over- 
whelming majority of people made 
not much more than they always 
did. You are not going to find a 
lot of $100-a-week jobs waiting 
for you when you come hack or 
er even anything nearly like that. 
On the other hand, you will find 
jobs. There are more than enough 
to go around at the present writ- 
ing and it is my personal convic- 
tion that any of you willing and 
able to work will have no trouble 
in finding work. 

My third and lust bit of warn- 
ing and advice deals with your 
group associations when you re- 
turn. In the service we all learned 
the lesson of cooperation and 
working together as units. As vet- 
erans we can use that knowledge 
to good effect. First in our work, 
by trying to cement our relations 
between ourselves and our em- 
ployers or employees in the busi- 
ness world. Second, we should all 
join some established veterans or- 
ganization so fhat our united voice 
may be heard and our opinions 
count in the post-war world. And 
last, hut most important, every 
man coming out of the service 
must remember this one thing; 
just as he reports to his draft 
board that he has returned to civ- 
ilian life, so should he report to 
his church or synagogue that he 
is hack. Almost ull of us know 
how important fuith was in the 
service. Now that the War is over, 
let us hang on to that faith. Even 
if we never went to church be- 
fore or never officially belonged, 
now that we are hack let us make 
our generation and those to come 
the living proof of the effective- 
ness of religion in our lives. We 
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know it worked in war, let us 
enlist now to make it work in 
peace. 

As a former chaplain in the 
service, I know you men will un- 
derstand my speaking so bluntly. 
But as one who has experienced 
many of the things that you have, 
I ahve taken the liherty of warn- 
ing and advising you ns I have 
done. I hope you will all be back 
soon. Good luck and God bless you. 


CITY’S VOTERS 
NUMBER 40,000 

As the lightest registration in 
years came to a close on October 17, 
the number of registered voters in 
Newton barely passed the 40,000 
mark. 

City Clerk Frank M. Grant and 
his staff registered only 75 new 
voters on that day, the last day for 
registration before the city elec- 
tion, which is to be held Nov. 6. 

Since the opening of registra- 
tion last June in preparation for 
the city election, only 325 new 
voters registered, both at City 
Hall and other designated places. 

The total registration at the 
State election last year exceeded 
42,000, but after the annual re- 
vision this year, the number of 
persons on the voting lists drop- 
ped to 39,726, due to death, re- 
moval from the city, or mar- 
riages. When a woman marries 
she may remain on the voting 
list only six months under her 
maiden name. She then is 
dropped and must register anew. 

Under the new law requiring 
the Registrars of Voters to send 
registration officers to homes and 
hospitals to swear in disabled 
persons and invalids ns voters, 
only five persons were registered 

two at private homes and three 

at convalescent homes. Iheso 
persons will be permitted to vote 
by absentee ballots, mniled to 
City Hall so as to arrive on or be 
fore election day. 

For the first time, in a city 
election, persons in the armed 
forces will have the right to vote 
lv absentee ballot if they are 
away from the city. The city 
clerk’s office has sent GO such 
“war ballots” to servicemen who 
applied for them.

The program of exercises during 
the One Hundredth Anniversary 
week of the Eliot Church may not 
be an elaborate one but each event 
was unusually interesting and \al- 
uable. At the morning service on 
Sunday, October 14, there was 
apec\il organ music played by the 
organist, Mr. Earl H. Weidner, ac- 
companied by Mr. Holland Tapley 
of the Boston Symphony orchestra. 
The choir and quartet sang an 
anthem specially composed for tht- 
occasion. The service included a 
ceremony of dedication of me- 
morials and gifts to the church. 

At the evening service the 
church was fortunate in having as ] 
preacher Dr. George A. Buttrick, 
minister of the Madison Avenue , 
Presbyterian Church. New York 
City. He is generally recognized 
as one of the most inspiring preach- 
ers of today. He is the author of 
several books, the latest one being 
“Prayer,” of which Dr. Harry E. 
Fosdick says, “It is the greatest 
book on private and corporate de- 
votion in many decades.” 

The meeting Tuesday evening 
was devoted to matters of historical 
interest in the life of the church.

nurses to the maternity depart- 
ment on the fifth floor, where Miss 
Dorothy Greig, the nurse in 
charge, welcomed them. They 
were shown existing limitations of 
space, including typical four-bed 
and semi-private units, the nur- 
sery, the solarium and the room 
provided for distracted fathers-to- 
be. 

Descending to the second floor 
of the main building, committee 
members were given the chance 
to inspect the x-ray apparatus 
under the supervision of Dr. 
Charles Licbman ond the labora- 
tory’ in charge of Dr. David Skin- 
ner. 

On the accident floor the guests 
were given an insight into the 
handicaps under which one of the 
busiest depnrtmets gives emerg- 
ency treatment to between 200 
and 225 pntients each month. As 
facilities for dealing with accident 
cases were shown to the visitors, 
it was pointed out that there is 
little space to accommodate per- 
sons accompanying emergency pa- 
tients. It was also made clenr 
that, owing to the general con- 
gestion in the hospital, this floor 
has to be used at the same time 
for the quieting of disturbed and 
noisy patients, including some with 
psychiatric complications, and for 
in-patient service, with the result 
that confusion frcqifently prevails. 

On their way through the tunnel 
to the Porter-Dennison Building, 
committee members had the chance 
to compare the older and less serv- 
iceable outlying buildings with the 
more modern main building. The 
long corridors leading to these 
older structures place an extra 
strain on nursing care, particu- 
larly as the patient units in the 
building are relatively small, it 
was emphasized. The inadequa- 
cies of the children’s unit in Por- 
ter-Dennison. with its beaverboard 
walls, absence of cubicles and nur- 
ses’ station in the middle of the 
corridor, were brought to the at- 
| tention of the guests. 

The visiting parties then re- 
turned through the main corridor 
of the old building to the occupa- 
tional therapy department and 
• made a brief call at the studio 
used for patient rehabilitation. 
Other places visited were the lib- 
rary,- in charge of Mrs. Muriel P. 
DoPopolo, the coffee shop, the

At the conclusion of the tour 
of inspecN,‘on, and prior to the 
meeting of the memorial gifts com- 
mittee, tea was served in the 
lounge of the nurses’ home. Those

The business meeting was opened 
by Mrs. Saltonstnll who thanked 
those present for their interest 
and cooperation. "The organiza- 
tion of our memorial gifts com- 
mittee is now completed,’’ she said, 
"some work already has been done, 
and my associate chairmen and I 
are confident that from this point 
on our progress will be rapid.” 

Mr. Leonard outlined the build- 
ing fund program and emphasized 
the work to be done by the mem- 
orial gifts committee. Other 
groups which he said would take 
a prominent part in the campaign 
for the greater hospital will be 
the committee on corporation sub- 
scriptions, of which Frank L. 
Richardson is chairman, the Doc- 
tors’ Advisory Committee, headed 
by Dr. Kattwinkcl. and the Trus- 
tees’ Committee, Charles M. Cut- 
ler. chairman. 

"Our tour this afternoon,” Mr. 
Leonard said, "has given striking 
evidence of the contrast between 
our modern main building and the 
older units of the hospital. The 
need for expansion and moderniza- 
tion is most evident.” 

Stressing the fact that the 
greater Newton-Wellesley Hospi- 
tal should be equipped to take care 
of what he termed, "the ‘run-of- 
the-mill’ diseases which our people 
suffer,” Dr. Kattwinkel said that 
the doctors of Newton and Wel- 
lesley deplore the conditions 
whereby the waiting list at the 
hospital is so large, and feel that 
adequate accommodations for pa- 
tients is the primary need. 

"Our doctors are definitely be- 
hind the building fund project,’ 
Dr. Kattwinkel added, "and they 
have set as their goal a joint sub- 
scription of $90,000 for the build- 
ing and equipping of the clinical 
conference room in the greater 
hospital. This, I believe, 
most fitting memorial because of 
its groat value in furthering the 
medical education of all doctors 
connected with the hospital 

In giving assurance that the< 
people of Wellesley will do their 
utmost to make the building pro- 
gram a success, Mr. Pratt said 
that his townspeople for years 
have been active supporters of the 
hospital. He also cited the fact 
that one of every six patients at 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital in 1944 
was a resident of Wellesley. 

"We have found that the hos- 
pital’s services to our community 
in years past,” Mr. Pratt said, 
"have won it an abundance of good 
will. I have reason to predict,” 
he continued, “that individuals, 
business concerns and the general 
public will respond handsomely in 
support of a program which prom- 
ises so much for their health and 
safety.” 

Mrs. Theron B. Walker, presi- 
dent of the Hospital Aid Associa- 
tion. pointed out that the associa- 
tion was older than the hospital, 
and said that during all the years 
of the organization’s history it 
had held to its original purpose 
of supplementing the needs of the 
hospital and its school of nursing. 

Mrs. Walker referred to the as- 
sociation’s pledge of $25,000 to 
the building fund for the estab- 
lishment of the coffee shop in the 
greater hospital ami promised that

Newton Lions Club 

George J. Bonrdman, traveling 
representative of the Railway Ex- 
press Agency, was the guest 
speaker at the last meeting of the 
Newton Lions Club. His topic wns 
"Air Express.” 

In emphasizing the steady 
growth of the express business in 
this country, the speaker referred 
to the inauguration of this type 
of service when William F. Ham- 
den conceived the idea of making 
special deliveries with the use of 
an old-fashioned carpet bag. From 
this small start came the develop- 
ment of the railway express. 

With the advent of the airplane 
came the demand for more speedy 
deliveries, and about twenty-six 
years ago the possibilities of air 
express were first investigated, 
years ago the first scheduled air 
express service was put into oper- 
ation with four airlines covering 
4,500 miles and touching at twen- 
ty-six points. 

Today it reaches 760 airport 
cities, servicing 24,000 cities and 
towns, with 42,000 air miles of 
domestic service. The railway ex- 
press handles the ground work, 
doing the pick-up and delivery to 
and from the various airports. 
Among the articles commonly car- 
ried, the speaker mentioned cut 
flowers, frozen fruits, films, repair 
parts, store merchandise, drugs, 
valuable papers, serums, blood 
plasma, as well ns a variety of 
perishable commodities. In fact, 
practically every type of mer- 
chandise is accepted except in- 
flamables and explosives. 

As evidence of the growth of 
this service, Mr. Boardnian men- 
tioned the fact that air express 
charges grossed over $12,000,000 
hast year, notwithstanding reduc- 
tions in rates up to eightv-nine 
per cent, during the past eighteen 
years. "Further reductions will be 
made, "he said, "as air transpor- 
tation grows. Future development 
depends on the public and its . 
readiness to accept air transpor- 
tation.”
